The Americal N avy 


The big row kicked up in American 
naval circles by Rear admiral William 
B. Sims and the naval enquiry that, has 
followed its wake are giving the Am- 
erican people a short and humiliating 
course. of instruction regarding the 
department presided over by the emin- 
ent pacifist Josephus Daniels. 


Real Admiral Fletcher has testified | 


at this enquiry that the vessels assign- 
ed to his command for escort duty 
were so slow that they could hardly 
keep up with the troopships they 
were supposed to protect. He declar- 
ed that of fifteen vessels, only three 
were fit to undertake a voyage across. 
the Atlantic; all they were good for 
was off-shore duty. One of the larg- 
est ships under his command was: so 
much slower than the vessels she was 
escorting that it was necessary for her 
commander to run a straight course 
while the convoys zig zaged. 

Another witness Captain Harris 
Lanning, declared that when the war 
broke out, admirals and officers of the 
high rank in the American navy had 
begged Daniels to recruit men for, 
the navy, as there was a dearth of all 
ranks, But Daniels would do nothing. 
Even after the United States entered 
the war he still remained deaf to the 
crying needs of the navy. 

Quite the most scandalous testimony 
was that brought by Rear Admiral 
Plunket. Prior to the entry of the 
United States in the war he told 
Daniels that there could be no gunnery 
without men to shoot guns and there 
were no men trained. For two years 
he argued with the imperturbable cab- 
inet minister but could make dbsol- 
utely no impression upon him. 

“If we had been up agaist the Ger- 
mans at the beginning of the war, we 
should be paying indemnity now,” he 
declared, “all because we did not have 
trained men. We did not have the 
men all because Mr. Daniels wouldn’t 
Jet us do anything to get them.”
